DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Prior art fails to show device for detecting a body fall into a swimming pool, the 
device comprising a main housing, a compression chamber and a probe, the probe being 
submerged in the water of the swimming pool and serves to retransmit aquatic waves varying in 
pressure in the compression chamber, wherein the device further comprises two identical 
pressure sensors of the same type placed respectively in the compression chamber and inside the 
main housing, wherein the main housing includes an electronic card which is able to calculate 
the differential signal between the two sensors in order to eliminate the vibrations as well as the 
noise caused by the wind on the housing. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
